The right of the Mexican people to pass laws establishing And realizing 
the ownership of Mexico by the Mes'«-*n people is challenged In the* Issue 
raised by the protest of the American" -rflmTnnsii ation made in the Interest 
of the American millionaire owners of fully two billion dollars worth of 
property in Mexico. 

The New Law. 

The essential feature of these laws rhalt mged by American capitalism 
Is a provision that foreign investors ia Mexico "hall bold and enjoy their 
Investments under the laws of Mexico and not under the protection of 
their own respective countries. 

This provision of the new land, petroleum and mining laws, does not 
deny to the foreigner in Mexico the right to own and enjoy property there; 
it does not propose to conlWat** his holdings; it does not seek to compel 
him to become a Mexican citizen. IT ONLY ASKS THAT HK RRNOl'NCK 
HIS FORMER PRACTICE OF HOLDING SCCH PROPERTY UNDER THE 
!AW. THE PROTECTION. AND THE MILITARY PROWESS OK HIS OWN 
COUNTRY. 

This provision saya that the Mexican nation grants the same right 
to foreigners as to Mexicans in the ownership and enjoyment of 
property "provided they agree before tha Department of Foreign 
Affairs to be considered as Mexicans in respect to such property, 
and accordingly not to Invoke tha protection of their governments 



in respect to the same, under penalty, In case of breach, of for- 
feiture to tha nation of property so acquired." 

As a further safeguard against the annexation of parte of Mexico 
adjoining other countries or bordering the ocean, it is provided that 

"Within a tone of 100 kilometers (about 6ft miles) from the 
frontiers, and SO kilometers (about 33 miles) from the sea coast, 
no foreigner shall under any conditions, acquire direct ownership 
of lands and water*.'' 

Challenge* Imperialism. 

These law* are the most direct challenge that „a so-called backward 
nation has ever directed against the established practices of capitalist 
imperialism in ita conquest of the earth.

In the last election Mexican chose a president. Cailes, who ^claims 
to be a Socialist. It elected a parliament the majority of which is com- 
posed of representatives of labor and the peasants. This farmer-labor- 
Socialist majority has set about to save Mexico for the Mexicans. 

In the present laws Mexicans m-rely asserted the right of u nation to 
bring within the scope of its own law* all the resources and wealth of its 
own country. Wall Street is demanding that American laws shall reach 
Into Mexico and preserve a *overeijcnty over Mexican resources and prop- 
erties owned by Americans. Coolidge and Kellogg, representing the admin- 
iHtratlon In Washington, have elected to back up the claims of Wall Street. 

In the present note to Mexico Secretary Kellogg warns that the United 
States considers the new laws inimical to the interests of American prop- 
erty-holders, and In violation, not only of international law. but also for the 
agreement made between Mexico and the United States in 1923.
